Shunnethe firſt like a Peſt-houſe ; for a man iuſtly raxed 
with this aſpertion; 1s nor to be created with, much leile iru- 
ted. For * tuſtice and intuſtice are the moſt gencrall of all 
ocher morall and politicall habits, * and there is no vercue or 
vice which they doe not comprehend. He therefore which 
is yntrue in his word, and ymuſt in his aftions, is apt to per- 
petrate all other netarious villanies, and if thy Credulitie 
bring thee within compatle and diſtance of his reach, and 
thar he ſee thy life lie open without good guard, his malice 
and revenge ſtrejght rake the aduantage, and play their parts, 
making the AG Tragical, and the Sceane bloudy, A man 
therefore had neede tolooke before him, left he ſtumble;* be- 
hinde him, leſthe be oucrtaken; and on eycher (ide,to meete 
danger which way ſoeuer ſhe commeth : * For no man js in 
greater peril then he that feares it leaſt,

Rat ſhoots himſelfe into his belly, and gnawes his guts aſun- 
der. So entrech miſchicfe at the open gares of ſecuritie, *Selfe- 
conceitcd confidence in our owne'ftrength, and ouer-wee- 
ning Creduliticof anothers honefiie, begers in men this ſu- 
pine negligence. * Bur a watchfull pronidence prevents an 
imminent danger. 

In Schooles of Art, doubt begetteth knowledge ; * for he 
that doubtech much, asketh often, and learnecth much. In 
the Schoole of Polite, ſheis the mother of good ſucceiles 
for* he that feareth: the worſt, preuenteth ir ſooneft, Nemo 
canenda timer, qui merurndae canet. I will cloſe yp this with 
that of Seneca, * Dux poſſe fiers non putes, metuas tamen: Feare 
the worſt, and che beſt will mend it ſ{elfe, 

Secondly, as thou artnotto truſt one of noted duplicitie, 
ſo thou art not too much to truſt areconciled enemic, For 
* Friendſhip once broken is hardly peeced, and peeced Em- 
nitienever ſurely ſodred ; yea, the very guilt of having done 
a wrong, hath ſuch deepe impreſſion in che iniurer, as hene- 
ver after affteth in the partie injured, nor treatech with him in 
any {inceritie.*Reconcilement among ſuch is like the ſupple 
ointment , which only cafeth che prelent ſmart,and skinnes 
the ſore, but ſearcheth not arthe roote, to cat out the rancke 
fleſh, and draw out the maligne humour. It is therefore im- 
poſſible to cure this exulcerate wound,and * eſtabl:ſha ſound 
and ſincere friendſhip berweene them, becauſe the 0jd ran=- 
cor of malice, is never well purged from the dregs of diffi- 
dence and delire of reuenge. * T hereis no ſecuritie againſt 
ſuch an one, but diftidence, & holding him out at the ſwords 
point. Sooner may one preucnt then cure a deadly licknelle ; 
and * calilier keepeour, then thruſt out an yawelcomegueſt, 
For when he hath once gotten within thee,where Tuſtice and 


_ Equitie reftraines him, his power and pleaſure ſhall prevaile; 


For what he may n&t doc, he will liſt to doe, becaule he may 
doe what helift. And therefore, Ser hins not by thee, lrfft hee 
deftroy thee, and ſtand #1 thy place (faith the ſonne of Syrach ) 
Nether ſet hin at thy right hand, left he ſecke thy roome,and rhow

For you ſhal hane a ftigmaticall Thrafo, Fexpopuli,the ſcum 
and dregs of the people,that hath neicher wit nor honeſty,no 
nor any commendable quality, as meancs to infinuate into 
fauour, but garrulous pratling vnwotthy chaſt cares, yet 
ſhall hee want no countenance (no nor maintenance ) if {© 
be hecan bur this Art of Flattery, to fecd the flame of wic- 
kednetle with the fucll of lintull toppery.
